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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/17/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. With respect to the independent claims, the Applicant alleges that the processor contains 
the logic responsible for suspending and resuming programming/erasing. Examiner disagrees. 
The only circuitry explicitly disclosed in See involving the suspension of programming/erasing is 
shown in the erase/program suspend circuitry (items 192 & 195 in figure 7) and erase and 
program suspend and resume latches (178 b, c, e, f). These elements are contained within the 
memory array control circuitry and command register, which are shown in figure 5 to be part in 
the flash EPROM. Although claim 6 may describe the processor performing the subsequent 
steps, claims 1 and 13 make no such mention. Therefore, between that fact and the explicit 
circuitry of figure 7, See is sufficient to read upon the claims. 

3. With respect to the independent claims, the Applicant alleges that the 
programming/erasing suspension is not in response to the read request. Column 3, lines 54-58, 
describe a method and apparatus for suspending a non-read operation in a nonvolatile writeable 
memory in order to read code from the nonvolatile writeable memory. 

4. For these reasons, the rejections to the claims are maintained. 
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
